1 . (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) A computex-implemeated mediod for de6niiig a 
project in a computer graphics program comprising: 

(a) obtaining a project file in the computer graphics program comprising general 
information regarding the project 

(b) creauog a directory structure in the computer graphics program for die project 
wherein: 

(0 one or more project drawing files are organized into various folders by 
drawing file type of the one or more projeci drawing files; 

^) the one or more project drawing files are composed of cither a building 
information modd for the project or a report generated fix>m the building information 
model; and 

0ii) the one ox more project drawing files are organized into the various folders 
based on the building information model or the report accordingly; 

(c) obtaining a companion file for each project drawing file, wherein each compamon 
file provides information used to create the directory structure and comprises information to link 
each project drawing file to the project baaed on the building informadon model or the report; and 

(d) displaying, in the computer graphics progtam on a display device, the one or more 
project drawing files in the various folders. 

2. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method ofclaiml, wherein the general 
information is selected fiom a group consisting of: 

a project name; 
a project number; 
a project level; 
a project division; 

a firsc default template for a new dement; 
a second default template for a new construe^ 
a third defiiult template for a new view; and 
a fourdi default template for a new sheet. 
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3. (ORIGINAL) The method of ckim 1» wheteiii the project drawitig file comprises an 
extensible niarkup kngu^ge (XML) document. 

4 (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1, wherein the companion file comprises an 
€:xtensible znazkup language (XML) file. 

5. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1. wheiein flie vanous 
folders comptise: 

an elements folder fox dement type dtawing Eles within the building informadon model; 
a constructs folder for construct type drawing files within the building informadon model; 
a views folder for view type drawing files for the report; and 
a sheets folder for sheer type drawing files for the reporc. 

6. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 5, wheidn the clement type 
drawing file comprises a sec of geometiy, wherein the $ct of geometry is repeated one or more times 
throughout a project. 

7. (ORIGINAL) The mediod of claim 5, wherein the construct type drawing file 
compnses: 

an identification of geometry and data for a particular levd/wing and category of the projecq 

and 

one or more elements. 

8. (ORIGINAL) The mediod of claim 5, wherein die view type drawing file 
automadcally assembles appropriate constructs to represent a pordon of a project diat has been 
selected based upon user specified data. 

9. (ORIGINAL) The method of daim 5, wherein the sheet type dtawing file comprises 
one or more views and represents a printed/plotted documenL 
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10. (piCEVLOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1, wherein die obcaining a 
compaxuon file fiutbei comprises: 

defining a user definable category and value for project informatton; 
storing said user definable category and value in the companion file. 

1 1 * (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) An apparatus for defining a project in a computer 
graphics program comprising: 

(a) a computer having a tncmoty; 

(b) an application executing on the computer^ wherein the application is configured to: 
0 obtain a project file comprising general information regarding the project; 
(n) create a directory structure for the project wherein: 

(1) one or more project drawing files are organized into various folders 
by drawing file type of die one or more project drawing files; 

(2) the one or more project drawing files are composed of either a 
building information model for the project or a report generated firom the building 
information model; and 

(3) the one or more project drawing files are organized into the various 
folders based on the building information model or the report accordingly; 

(iii) obtain a companion file for each project drawing file, wherein each 
compsinion file provides informadon used to create the directory structure and comprises 
information to link each project drawing file to the project based on the building 
information model or the report; and 

^v) display, on a display device, the one or more project drawing files in the 
various folders. 

12. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The apparams of claim 11, wherein the general 
infonnadon is selected fi:om a group consisting o£ 
a project name; 
a project number; 
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a project level; 
a projecr division; 

a first default template for a new elemeni; 
a second default template for a new construct; 
a third default template for a new vi&w; and 
a fourth default template for a new sheet. 

13. (ORIGINAL) The apparams of claim 11, wherein the project file comprises an 
extensible markup language (XML) document 

14. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of claim 11, wherein the companion file comprises an 
extensible markup language (KML) file. 

15. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The apparatus of daim 11, wherein die various 
folders comprise: 

an elements folder for element type drawing files within the building informaiioa model; 
a constructs folder for construct type drawing files within the building information model; 
a views folder for view type drawing files for die report; and 
a sheets folder for sheet ^e drawing files fox the report. 

16. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The apparatus of claim 15, wherein die element 
type drawing file comprises a set of geomeoy, wherein the set of geometry is repeated one or more 
times throughout a project 

17. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of claim 15^ wherein the constmct type drawing file 
comprises: 

an identification of geometry and data for a particular level/wing and category of the project; 

and 

one or more elements. 
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18. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of daim 15, wherdn the view type dra^ying file 
automadcalfy assembles appsopziate constructs to represent a pardon of a project that has been 
selecied based upon user specified data. 

19. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of claim 15, wherein the sheet drawing file 
compzisea one or more views and represents a pnnted/platced document 

20. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The apparatus of daim 1 1, wherein die application 
is configured to obtain the companion file by: 

defining a user definable category and value for project information; and 
storing said user definable category and value in die companion file. 

21 . (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) An arride of manufacmre comprising a progi:am 
storage medium readable by a computet and cmbodyix^ one or more instructions executable by the 
computer to perform a method for defining a project in a computer graphics pxogcam, the method 
comptising: 

(a) obtaining a project file comprising general information regarding the pKOject^ 

(b) creating a directoiy stmcrure for die project wherein: 

(i) one or more project drawing files are organized into vanous folders by 
drawing file type of die one or more project drawing files; 

(ii) die one or more project drawing 0es are composed of either a building 
iaformation model for the project or a report generated &om die building information 
modd; and 

^) die one or more project drawing files are organized into die vanous foldets 
based on die building information modd or the report accordingly; 

(c) obtaining a con^^anion file for each project drawing file, wherein each companion 
file provider information used to create the directory stmccore and comprises information to link 
each project drawing file to die project based on the bxiildmg mfomiation modd or the report; and 

(d) displaying, in die computer graphics program on a display device, the one ox more 
project drawing files in the various folders. 
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22. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The article of manufacture of daitn 21. whetein 
the general informatioa is selected &om a group consisting of: 

a project nanK^ 
a project number; 
a project level; 
a project division; 

a first dc£iult templatx: for a new element; 
a second de&ult template for a new construct; 
a third de&ult template for a new view; and 
a fourth defiult template for a new sheet. 

23. (ORIGINAL) The article of manufecture of claim 21, wherein the project file 
comprises an extensible markup language (XML) document. 

24. (ORIGINAL) The article of manufecture of claim 21> wherein the companion file 
comprises an extensible markup language pCML) file. 

25. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) Hic article of manufacture of daim 21, wherdn 
the vanous folders compmc: 

an elements folder for element type drawing files widiin the b\2ildiug information model; 
a constructs folder for construct type drawing files widiin the building informadon model; 
a views folder for view type drawing files for die report; and 
a sheets folder for sheet ^e drawing files for the report 

26. (PRJEVIOUSLY PRESENTED) Theanideoftoanufecture of claim 25. wherein 
the element type drawing £Be comprises a set of geometry, wherein the set of geometry is rqjeated 
one or more times throughout a project 
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27. (ORIGINAL) The article of manufecture of daim 25, wherein the construct type 
drawing file cotnprises: 

an identification of geometiy and data for a particular level/wing and category of die project; 

and 

one or more dements. 

28. (ORIGINAL) The artide of manufacture of daim 25, wherein the view type 
drawing file automatically assembles appropriate constructs to represent a portion of a project tbat 
has bocn selected based upon user specified data. 

29. (ORIGINAL) The ardde of manufacture of daim 25, wherein the sheet type 
drawing file comprises one or more views and represents a pdntcd/plotted document 

30. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The arride of manufacture of daim 21, wherein 
the method for obtaining a companion file fiirther comprises: 

defining a user definable category and value for project information; and 
storing said user definable category and value in the cotz^anion file. 
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
